JOINT COMMUNIQUE OF 
KIM IL SUNG, PREMIER 
OF THE D.P.R.K., AND 

PRESIDENT MODIBO 
KEITA, HEAD OF STATE 
OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF MALI 


Modibo Keita, President of the Republic of Mali, and 
Madame Keita paid a friendship visit to the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea from October 23 to 28, 1964, 
at the invitation of Kim I] Sung, Premier of the Democra- 
tic People’s Republic of Korea. President and Mme. 
Modibo Keita were accompanied by Barema Bocoum, 
Member of the National Political Bureau of the Sudanese 
Union Party-R.D.A. and Minister of the Interior, and his 
wife; Mamadou Gologo, Member of the National Political 
Bureau of the Sudanese Union Party-R.D.A. and Minister 
of Information and Tourism; Madame Diallo née Aoua 
Keita, Women’s Organisation Commissioner of the Na- 
tional Political Bureau of the Sudanese Union Party- 
R.D.A.; Gabou Diawara, Youth Commissioner of the Na- 
tional Political Bureau of the Sudanese Union Party- 
R.D.A.; Tidiani Keita, Member of the National Political 
Bureau of the Sudanese Union Party-R.D.A.; Mamadou 
Diarrah, Political Commissar of the Sudanese Union 
Party-R.D.A., Member of the National Assembly and 
Mayor of Koulikoro; Attaher Maiga, Minister of Finance 
and Commerce; Ibrahima Sangho, Vice-President of the 
National Assembly; Mamadou Famady Sissoko, Member 
of the National Assembly, General Secretary of the Na- 
tional Union of the Workers of Mali and Vice-President 
of the Pan-African Trade Union; and other dignitaries of 
the Republic of Mali. 

The Korean people warmly welcomed ihe visit of the 
state delegation of Mali led by President Modibo Keita 
and Madame Keita as an event of weighty significance in 
strengthening the fraternal friendship and unity of Korea 
and Mali and in consolidating solidarity among the Afro- 
Asian peoples. 

During their stay in Korea President Modibo Keita 
and the state delegation of Mali were accorded enthusi- 
astic and fraternal hospitality by the Korean people. 

They looked around factories, co-operative farms and 
cultural institutions in Pyongyang, Hamheung and other 
areas, and everywhere they felt to their hearts the deep 
and moving friendship expressed by the Korean people, 
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and witnessed with a feeling of joy the suc- 
cesses the Korean people made in the 
building of an independent national econo- 
my and a new society in reliance upon 
their own efforts. 

During their stay talks were held be- 
tween President Modibo Keita and _ his 
party on one side and Premier Kim I] Sung 
and other government leaders of Korea on 
the other. 

Taking part in the talks on the Korean 
side were Kim I] Sung, Premier of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea; 
Choi Yong Kun, President of the Presidium 
of the Supreme People’s Assembly; Kim 
Chang Man, Vice-Premier; Chung I] Ryong, 
Vice-Premier; Li Joo Yun, Vice-Premier; 
Pak Sung Chul, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs; Kim Ok Soon, First Vice-Chairman 
of the Central Committee of the Democratic 
Women’s Union of Korea; Suh Eul Hyun, 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea to the Republic of Mali; and Kim 
Byung Ho, Head of the Eighth Department 
of the Foreign Ministry. 

Present on the Malian side were Presi- 
dent Modibo Keita; Barema Bocoum; Ma- 
madou Gologo; Madame Diallo née Aoua 
Keita; Gabou Diawara; Tidiani Keita; Ma- 
madou Diarrah; Attaher Maiga; Ibrahima 
Sangho; Mamadou Famady Sissoko; Seydou 
Diarra, Councillor for Foreign Affairs of the 
Cabinet of the Head of State; and Birama 
Traore, Ambassador Extraordinary and Ple- 
mipotentiary of the Republic of Mali to the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 


At the talks views were exchanged on the 
questions of further developing the rela- 
tions of friendship and co-operation be- 
tween Korea and Mali and on a number of 
international questions of common concern. 

The two sides expressed satisfaction at 
tne fact that the relations of friendship and 
co-operation existing between Korea and 
Mali are being consolidated and developed 
with each passing day in accord with the 
interests of the peoples of the two countries 
and with the common interests of the Afro- 
Asian peoples, and agreed upon taking a 
series of measures for further expandiny 
and developing the good relations in ihe 
future. 

President Modibo Keita 
the Korean people upon 
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congratulated 
the enormous 


achievements they made in socialist con- 
struction under the guidance of the Gov- 
ernment of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea headed by Premier 
Kim I] Sung, stressed that Korea will surely 
be unified, and expressed wholehearted sup- 
port to the stand of the Korean Government 
that the question of Korea’s unification 
should be settled peacefully on a democra- 
tic basis by the Korean people themselves 
through contacts and negotiations between 
North and South Korea without any outsid» 
interference after the withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from South Korea. 

Premier Kim I] Sung expressed deep 
thanks to President Modibo Keita and the 
Government and people of the Republic of 
Mali for their consistent, valuable support 
to the just struggle of the Korean people. 

Premier Kim I] Sung highly appraised 

the fact that under the leadership of Presi- 
dent Modibo Keita the Malian people chose 
the path of socialist development after 
their independence and made great achieve- 
ments in the struggle for thoroughly  li- 
quidating the evil consequences of the colo- 
nial rule, for building up a national econo- 
my and national culture and for training 
national cadres. 
_ President Modibo Keita expressed thanks 
to the Korean people for rendering disinter- 
ested and generous aid to the Malian peo- 
ple in full conformity with the principles 
of proletarian internationalism. 


Premier Kim I] Sung aiso expressed 
wholehearted support to the active struggie 
oi the Government of the Republic of Mali 
against imperialism and old and new colo- 
nialism and for liberation and unity oi 
Africa and to its efforts for world peace. 

The two sides unanimously acknowledged 
that today a resolute struggle must be kept 
up against imperialism and old and new 
colonialism for consolidating the independ- 
ence of newborn independent states of Asia 
and Africa and for ensuring the complete 
liberation of the oppressed nations which 
have not yet achieved independence, and 
that unity and solidarity of the Asian, Afri- 
can and Latin American peoples must be 
strengthened in this common struggle, and 
an independent national economy must be 
built on the principle of self-reliance. 

Considering that imperialism and colo- 
nialism still remain the most ferocious ene- 


my of the Asian, African and Latin Ameri- 
can peoples and the source of menace to 
national independence and peace, the two 
sides resolutely condemned the imperialists’ 
aggression and new war provocations in all 
parts of Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

The two sides held that the disgraceful 
colonial system still existing in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America must be liquidated im- 
mediately and all foreign troops and all 
foreign military bases be removed without 
delay. 

Premier Kim I] Sung expressed positive 
support to the important role played by the 
Organisation of African Unity in strength- 
ening the unity of Africa in the anti-imperi- 
alist, anti-colonial struggle and in expedit- 
ing the liberation of the whole of Africa. 

The two sides express full support to and 
solidarity with the Congolese people in the 
gallant struggle against foreign imperial- 
ists’ interference and for the liberation of 
the Congo (Leopoldville). 


The two sides express full support to and 
solidarity with the peoples of Angola, Mo- 
zambique, Portuguese Guinea, Southwest 
Africa, Bechuanaland, Basutoland and Swa- 
ziland in the gallant struggle for national 
independence. 


The two sides express full support to 
and solidarity with the peoples of South 
Africa and South Rhodesia in the gallant 
struggle against racial discrimination and 
colonial rule. 

The two sides extend fervent support and 
encouragement to the just struggle of the 
entire African peoples for the consolida- 
lion of national independence and for lib- 
eration of the whole of Africa. 


The two sides condemn the aggressive 
manoeuvres of the imperialists against the 
Vietnam Democratic Republic and express 
full support to and solidarity with the 
South Vietnamese people in the liberation 
struggle and with the entire Vietnamese 
people in the heroic struggle for the peace- 
jul unification of Vietnam. 


The two sides also approve and support 
the stand of the Government of the Viet- 
ham Democratic Republic that all parties 
concerned should strictly observe the 1954 
Geneva agreements on Vietnam, and the 
participants of the Geneva Conference 
should commit themselves to respect the 


sovereignty, independence, unity and terri- 
torial integrity of Vietnam and refrain from 
any interference in her domestic affairs. 

The two sides express full support to and 
solidarity with the patriotic forces of Laos 
in the struggle for peace, neutrality and 
national union of Laos and with the Cam- 
bedian people in the struggle for the con- 
solidation of Cambodia’s independence and 
neutrality. 

The two sides condemn the machinations 
of the imperialists and neo-colonialists 
Which constitute a grave menace to the 
security of Indonesia and obstruct the na- 
tional-liberation movement of the North 
Kalimantan people, and express full support 
to and solidarity with the Indonesian peo- 
ple in the just struggle. 

The two sides express full support to and 
solidarity with the Chinese people in the 
struggle for liberation of Taiwan. 

The two sides express full support to 
and solidarity with the Japanese people in 
the struggle against the policy of Japan’s 
nuclearisation and for complete national 
independence. 

The two sides voice full support to and 
solidarity with the liberation struggle of 
the Palestine and other Arab peoples who 
have not yet achieved independence. 

The two sides voice full support to and 
solidarity with Cuban people in the heroic 
struggle for the defence of the motherland 
and revolutionary gains and for the imme- 
diate withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Guantanamo, and extend active support and 
encouragement to the anti-imperialist, na- 
tional-liberation struggle of all the Latin 
American peoples. 


The two sides weicome the fact that the 
Second Summit Conference of Non-aligned 
Countries held in Cairo reflected the aspira- 
tions of the Asian, African and Latin Ame- 
rican peoples fighting against imperialism 
and old and new colonialism and contribu- 
ted to the strengthening of national-libera- 
tion struggle, to the consolidation of unity 
of all peoples standing on the common 
front of anti-imperialist, anti-colonial strug- 
gle and to the consolidation of peace. 


Considering that the Second Afro-Asian 
Conference to be held in Algiers in March 
1965 will become an event of historic signi- 
ficance in the struggle of the peoples of 
Asia and Africa against imperialism and 
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old and new colonialism and for the ac- 
celeration of national liberation and social 
progress and for the preservation and con- 
solidation of peace, the two sides manifest- 
ed the unanimous determination to exert 
every effort for the success of the confer- 
ence. 


Today the general international situation 
is developing steadily in favour of the rev- 
olutionary peoples. 


The two sides warmly greet the first nuc- 
lear test successfully conducted recently in 
China and consider that this is a blow to 
the nuclear blackmail policy of the imperi- 
alists and a contribution to the cause of 
safeguarding the world peace. 

At the same time, the two sides express 
full support to the proposal of the Govern- 
ment of the Chinese People’s Republic on 
convening a summit conference of all the 
countries of the world to discuss the ques- 
tion of complete prohibition and thorough 
destruction of nuclear weapons.

During their stay in Korea, President 
Sukarno and his party were accorded a 
warm welcome and hospitality by the Gov- 
ernment leaders and people of all walks ol 
life of Korea. 

The warm and friendly feelings shown 
by the Korean people to President Sukarno 
and his party have demonstrated the strong 
friendship between the peoples of Korea 
and Indonesia. 


In the capital city of Pyongyang Presi- 
dent Sukarno addressed a mass_ meeting, 
witnessed a demonstration of mass games 
and attended art performances which clear- 
ly manifested the existing friendly rela- 
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Communica- 


tions between the two countries. 

During this state visit Premier Kim 
Il Sung and President Sukarno held talks 
in a frank and friendly atmosphere. 

Present at the talks on the Korean side

Present at the talks on the Indonesian 
side were Leimena, Second Vice-Prime Mi- 
nister of the Republic of Indonesia; Suhar- 


fo, Senior Minister for Economic Develop- 


ment; Hidajat, Minister for Land, Com- 
munications and Tourism; Achmadi, Minis- 
ter of Information; Sudibjo, Minister and 
Secretary General of the National Front; 
Oei Tju Tat, Minister of State; Lt. General 
Djatikusumo; A.M. Dasaad, Member of the 
Supreme Advisory Council; Suwito Kusu- 
mowidagdo, First Deputy Foreign Minister. 

At these talks views were exchanged o11 
questions of further consolidating and 
developing the relations of friendship, so- 
lidarity and co-operation between Korea 
and Indonesia and on international ques- 
tions of common concern. 

Both leaders expressed satisfaction at 
the fact that the relations of friendship and 
co-operation between Korea and Indonesia 


in recent years developed steadily in con- 
formity with the common interests of their 
peoples and with the interests of freedom 
and peace in Asia, and in the world in 
general. They considered that this visit of 
President Sukarno to Korea was of epochal 
significance in further cementing and de- 
veloping the friendly relations between the 
two peoples and governments. 

President Sukarno hailed the achieve- 
ments made by the Korean people in build- 
ing a new society and in the development 
of a national economy based on self-reliance 
under the leadership of the Korean govern- 
ment headed by Premier Kim I] Sung.

President Sukarno expressed full support 
to the struggle of the people and Govern- 
ment of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea for the peaceful unification of Ko- 
rea through democratic procedures by the 
Korean people themselves without foreign 
interference after the withdrawal of foreign 
troops from South Korea.

As I have expressed this morning at the 
airport, I am extremely glad that I have 
set foot on Korean soil. 

And now in this august banquet I have 
to say a few words in reply to the magni- 
ficent address of Comrade Kim I] Sung. 

There is only one regret on my side and 
that is that I have to express myself now 
in a language which is neither mine nor 
yours. 

I cannot speak in the Korean language 
and I think you do not understand the In- 
donesian language. 

That is why I have to speak in a foreign 
language, foreign to me and foreign to 
you. 

But always I. say that the 
better than the language of the 
words is the language of the heart. 

And I am speaking now in the language 
of my heart. My heart is speaking to your 
heart, these two hearts that can understand

each other, that can fight together against 
our common enemy. 

This heart of mine is full of affection for 
you, my heart is full of love for you, the 
heart of the Indonesian people is full of 
affection and love to the people of Korea. 

As I have said this morning, I bring to 
you the greetings of the people of Indone- 
sia, 104 million strong. 

And I bring to you not only their greet- 
ings but also their gratitude to you that 
you have supported our struggle for 
freedom, for world peace, for the common 
destiny of man. 

Korea and Indonesia, we both, belong to 
the very first nations which freed them- 
selves from imperialism and foreign  do- 
mination. 

Are my words not true? 

On the fifteenth of August, 1945, Korea 
proclaimed itself free from Japan’s  im- 
perialism. 

And only two days later, on the seven- 
teenth of August, 1945, Indonesia proclaim- 
ed its independence. 


And now we are both Korea and_ Indo- 
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nesia fighting hard, working hard to 
riaintain that independence, not only to 
maintain but to build in our independent 
countries just and prosperous societies and 
{o contribute to the common destiny of 
man. 

The twentieth century in which we are 
living is a very remarkable century. 

In this twentieth century, many nations 
in Asia became free. 

In this twentieth century, many socialist 
countries were established. 

In this twentieth century, the atomic rev- 
olution and outer-space revolution took 
place. 

In this twentieth century, all the forces 
of progressive nations are united. 

In this twentieth century takes place 
what I call the universal revolution of 
mankind. 

I can say that the Indonesian revolution 
is a part, one part, of the universal revolu- 
tion of mankind, that the Korean revolution 
is also a part of this universal revolution 
of mankind. 

But in this twentieth century is taking 
place also for both of us a dangerous thing. 
That is in this twentieth century is taking 
place intervention by foreign powers in our 
countries and subversion by foreign powers 
in our countries. As I have said, imperial- 
ism is not yet dead. Imperialism is dying 
but not yet dead. Imperialism is fighting 
now a desperate struggle for its existence. 

But we are sure that together with our 
combined forces, with all the forces of the 
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new emerging nations, imperialism shall be 
dead. 

There was a time that we spoke of the 
four freedoms proclaimed by Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt. Roosevelt spoke of four 
freedoms — the first, the freedom of speech, 
secondly, the freedom of religion, thirdly, the 
freedom from fear, fourthly, the freedom 
from want. But we the peoples of Korea and 
Indonesia both say these four freedoms are 
not enough. We want to have freedom 
number five and that is the freedom to be 
free. Actually we are now both fighting for 
this freedom to be free. We want to be 
iree. To be free politically, to be free social- 
ly, to be free economically, to be free to 
buiid our own nation and country on our 
own identities and own traditions and own 
idealism. 

Korea is building hard, is building with 
ereat success socialism in Korea. Well, we 
in Indonesia are also working hard _ for 
establishing in Indonesia a socialist society. 

Let us march forward together hand in 
hand. Victory shall come. 

I propose a toast to the health of Mr. 
Premier Kim I] Sung and Mr. President 
Choi Yong Kun, to the health of all strug- 
glers and fighters for freedom, and to the 
prosperity of the Korean nation, to the 
lasting friendship and comradeship between 
Indonesia and Korea.

I bring to you the friendly, comradely 
and revolutionary greetings of the 104 
million Indonesian people. 

As we convey friendly and comradely 


of comrades-in-arms, 
we recall the invitation we extended to 
Premier Kim Il Sung, our brother and 
comrade, some time ago, at the time ol 
celebrations of our August 17 Independence 
anniversary. 

I invited him because we love Comrade 
Kim Il Sung, our friend, and the entire Ko- 
rean people. 

But, at that time incidents in Vietnam 
prevented Comrade Kim Il Sung from com- 
ing to Indonesia. 

Therefore, proceeding from this feeling 
of love, we decided that Bung Karno should 
go to Korea if Comrade Kim I! Sung was 
unable to come to Indonesia. 

Friends! 

The Korean and Indonesian peoples 
Should have the closest friendly relations, 


greetings, greetings 


ihe relations of comradeship and coopera- 
tion. 

The Korean and Indonesian peoples 
should assist each other in the great revolu- 
tions we are now undertaking. 

Today the peoples of our two countries 
are carrying out great revolutions. 

If we do not co-operate with and assist 
each other, our revolutions will not be 
crowned with complete victory. 

Because our enemy has formed an inter- 
national force. That is, international im- 
perialism has become our enemy. 

Only when the closest international  co- 
operation exists between us, can we bring 
the international imperialist forces to their 
knees, smash and overthrow them. 

Therefore, the relations of closest co- 
operation and friendship should exist be- 
tween Korea and Indonesia and the rela- 
tions of closest co-operation and friendship 
should exist among all the peoples of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

And what is more important is that there 
must exist close co-operation among all, in 
other words, among all the anti-imperial- 
ist forces of the whole world. 

Therefore, I stress that there should and 
must be the closest co-operation among new 
emerging forces, that is co-operation among 
the Asian, African and Latin American peo- 
ples, the peoples of the socialist countries 
and the progressive people the world over. 

Some time ago we had GANEFO. Now 
we are going to have CONEFO — conifer- 
ence of new emerging forces. 

If the anti-imperialist forces of the whole 
world unite, the imperialist forces will be 
overthrown and wiped olf the face of the 
globe. 

The Indonesian people support with all 
their might the Korean people’s cause of 
unification of the country, the struggle of 
the Korean people for a unified Korea, not 
a divided Korea. 

Rest assured, rest assured that the 104 
million Indonesian people are foursquare 
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behind you in your efforts to unify Korea. 

The Indonesian people also back the Viet- 
namese people’s struggle for the reunifica- 
tion of their country. 

I made it clear once again in my speech 
of August 17 last that the Indonesian peo- 
ple would actively assist the peoples fight- 
ing for the unification of their countries 
and nations. 

In that speech I stated that the Indone- 
sian people resolutely demand the with- 
drawal of all foreign troops from other 
countries, foreign troops which are not the 
national troops of those countries. 

No foreign troops should occupy another’s 
country. The occupation of others’ countries 
by foreign troops has become the very 
source of confusion. 

Therefore, believe me when I say that 
you have the firm support and encourage- 
ment of the entire Indonesian people when 
you demand all the foreign troops to get 
out of Korea. 

That was the case at Cairo, too. 

At the Second Summit Conference of 
Non-aligned Countries, I, on behalf of all 
the Indonesian people, requested the con- 
ference to adopt a resolution, that is, a re- 
solution on the withdrawal of foreign troops 
stationed in others’ countries. 

As you know, the conference adopted our 
proposal. I am very happy. The Cairo con- 
ference participated in by 57 states unani- 
mously adopted the resolution demanding 
the withdrawal of all foreign troops from 
others’ territories. 


I, on my part, wish to thank the Korean 
people again and again for your active 
support to our struggle, the anti-Malaysia 
struggle of our people. Malaysia is nothing 
but a tool of neo-colonialism manufactured 
by imperialism. 

The entire Indonesian people have risen 
up to shatter Malaysia. 


When I called for a volunteers movement 
some time ago, 21 million Indonesian peo- 
ple registered their names as volunteers at 
one sweep. They eagerly entreated to be 
sent to the front against Malaysia. 

I was greatly moved when the members 
of the Korean parliament put down their 
names to become volunteers for overthrow- 
ing Malaysia. I am profoundly grateful to 
them. 

There is no other. nation or country than 
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Korea, which enlisted in the volunteers for 


downing Malaysia. 

Long live Korea! 

Look! 

Who protested against the recent Tokyo 
Olympics, who walked out from the Tokyo 
Olympics and who defended their honour? 

Korea and Indonesia did so. 

Because the Olympic Games was totally 
unfair. 

Indonesia and Korea confronted the IOC 
in solidarity. 

I admired the action taken by the Korean 
people, I express sincere thanks. 

Think, how could I not admire? 

Athlete Sin Geum Dan would have easily 
won two gold medals at least. 

But, the Korean sportsmen including 
athlete Sin Geum Dan, together with the 
Indonesian sportsmen, protested and oppos- 
ed the IOC, and refused to participate in 
the Olympic Games. 


Now I wish to speak a little about the 
revolution in Indonesia. 

Today Indonesia finds herself in the 
stage of revolution. She is carrying out the 
revolution. 

I say the greatest revolution of mankind 
today is under way. 

Because, Indonesia’s revolution embraces 
at least five spheres. 


The first is national revolution. 

Indonesia’s revolution is political revolu- 
tion. 

Indonesia’s revolution is economic rev- 
olution and social revolution. 

Fifth, Indonesian revolution 
revolution. 

It embraces these five fields, to say the 
least. 

We call it a national revolution because 
Indonesia’s revolution aims at establishing 
a national, prospering republic embracing 
the whole country, a republic free from 
foreign rule and foreign domination. 

This is why we call Indonesia’s revolu- 
tion a national revolution. 

Secondly, we call it a political revolution 
because it is aimed at completely smashing 
the old political system and establishing a 
modern political system. The revolution is 
aimed at completely liquidating the old 
feudal, colonial, capitalist political system 
and establishing a genuine people’s demo- 
cratic system.

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Dr. Sukarno, President and Prime 
Minister of the Republic of Indonesia, 
made a state visit to Korea from No- 
vember 1 to 4, 1964, at the invitation of 
Premier Kim I] Sung of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea. 

During their stay in our country, 
President Sukarno and his party were 
warmly welcomed by our government 
leaders and the people. 

A Pyongyang city mass meeting wel-

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CONGOLESE(B) PARLIAMENTARY 
DELEGATION IN KOREA 


A parliamentary delegation of the Congo (Braz- 
zaville) led by Angor Leon, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Assembly of the Republic of the Congo (B), 
Visited our country from October 27 to November 4, 
1964, at the invitation of Choi Won Taik, Chairman 
of the Supreme People’s Assembly of the Democra- 
tic People’s Republic of Korea. 

While in Korea, they were received by Premier 
Kim I1 Sung, who had a friendly talk with them. 

On October 28, Comrade Choi Yong Kun, Presi- 
dent of the Presidium of the Supreme People’s 
Assembly of the D.P.R.K., arranged a banquet in 
honour of the guests. 

On October 30, a mass rally was held in the 
Grand Theatre, Pyongyang, in welcome of the par- 
liamentary delegation of the Republic of Congo (B). 

Chairman Choi Won Taik delivered a welcom- 
ing address at the rally. 

Warmly welcoming the delegation, the speaker 
stated that the peoples of Korea and the Congo (B) 
have been brought closer through the struggle aga- 
inst their common enemy, imperialism and colonial- 
ism, and for attaining and consolidating national 
independence. 

He referred to the achievements which the people

relations of fraternal friendship with the Congolese

Then delegation leader Angor Leon spoke amid 
the warm applause of the attendants.

Korea, he continued, is a country of a long history 
and cultural tradition of thousands of years. He 
went on to say that the Korean people inspired and 
led by the anti-Japanese partisans bravely fought 
against the colonial rule of Japanese impcrialism.
